The ¢fforttorun gembiing establishments under 
the names end euisce of social clubs has failed. The 
plan usually wes to have a regular membership, 
and a man who bad been highly respectable to do 
the card-deali g; but the reality could not be iong 
hidden. and tbe authorities, sensitive just now to 
criticism, would n: t wink at the iufraction of law, 
no matter what might be done in the way of sopo 
rifc. Speaking of clubs, there bas been a prej:ct 
foran Anglo-American One, in orderto bring New 
York and London closer together. All the talk 
about the international club—which is 
known as ihe Biitish American club—seems 
tikely to end in smoke. The fact 
is there isreally no necessity of such an organiza- 
tion. There would be ro particular advantage in 
the new club. evenif it would give Americans a 
club in London andan Englishman aclubin New 
York. All Americans of good social position or 
couvivial babits are well clubbed at home. The 
same thirgistrue ofan Englishman. Every club 
here has its Lovdon correspondent. Members of 
the Lotos as weicomed atthe Savage.

If the police come in 
the gamblers c!xim that they 
were playing seven-up, or auy 
other innocent game. Thereis only one club in 
New York where baccarat is permitted, butthe 
gambling houses, such as Keiiey’s, McLoughlin’s, 
Daly's, Stoddard’s and Murray's, run baccarat ta- 
bles in epite of tb Anthony Comstock re- 
cently stopped all the faro piaying, and seized the 
implements aud tools of phe different hells, It is 
very fortunate from the gambier’s standpoint that 
baccarat bas become fashionable, forit enables 

them toreseme business, and accommodate their 
patrons without ruuaning any more risks or going 
to need ess expense. 

The frequent raids of the police force on the 
gainblers has had the cffect of 
geourness v hich formerly characterized their es- 
tablishments to simplicity and barrenness. There 
is notin New York to-day a single gambling bel! 
which approaches in any way the magnificent es- 
tablishments which tiourished all over town ten 
years ago.

Instead of the costly ivory chips embcilished 
with monograms, the satin back cards, als» stamp 
ed with the movpogram cf the house, ‘the 
richly carved tables ivory rakes aud 
silver mouuted card Cases are 80 
be found cheap composition chips, dea! 
tables and fifty centcards. Elaborately furnished 
parlors, tiveiied servantsand choice wines have 
been given up. Plainly furnished reoms are now 
guarded by asiropg man at the door. A _ cold 
sneck, made up of simple meats, a salad or two. 
and a pile of sandwiches, is kept on hand; but tho 
wines mainly consist of pints of cham«segne and 
Ordinary table claret. The business of gambling is 
Gull.

WasHINGTON, March 22 —Congressman Mills, of 
Texas, is ove of the extremist advocates of tariff 
legislation this session. He said to-day the caucus 
must declare the Morrison bill a party measure, 
8ud passa resolution that el] democrats shall sup- 
portit. This view can hardly prevail The ‘oppo- 
siticn to itis expressed by some of Carlisle's warm- 
est supporters in the speakership contest. Promi- 
nent among these was Judge Buckner, of Missouri. 
He said to me to-night: 

“Iam in favor of the Morrison bill. It may be 
well enough to havea caucus for consulting, with 
aview toharmony. It should attempt togo no 
further,’’ 

“Will you take that position im the caucus?" I 
asked. 

‘“*Yes,’’ said Mr. Buckner, ‘'I shall move the adop- 
tion of the Ohio platform asthe sevs3 of the cau- 
cus, aud whether it is agreed to or not, I shall favor 
letting every one make up his own mind on the 
Morrison bill.’’ 

These words express the sentible conservatism 
which is constantly gaining ground against the 
rash policy that tries to choke the opposition to 
tariff agitation. Congressman Boyle, of Pennsy)- 
Vania, when asked what the caucus would do, 
said:

‘‘What will tue democrats, who oppose itasipjas 
dicivus at this time, do then ”’’ 

“Speaking for myself, 1 will say I shall @ppose 
the bill on the caucus, and then I shall oppose it in 
the house. 1 don’t propose to be read out of the 
party for doing so, either.’’

Anxiety as to ite HKesaunlt—Taooe Two Conflicting Theo- 
ries of Democratic Daty.

WASHINGTON, March 22.—The deliberations and 
result of the democratic caucus to be held nex 
week will be watched with the intensest interest 
both by the republicans, who hope to discern some 
sign of hopeless dissension, and by good democrats 
who trust that all querulous spirit may be silenced 
and perfect harmony insured. The contest for the 
speakership was the warmest known since the 
war, but as soon as it ended Mr. Randall 
gracefully accepted his defeat and in five minutes 
after it occurred was in the caucus at work with 


his party to complete the programme for the organ- 
jzaiion of the house. It at once became a question 
as to how he and his followers in the lately euded 
contest would actin reference to the democratic 
policy in the house. It was well known that they

He denies that the pending measure embod- 
ied special legisiatioa and main- 
tained that, on the contrary, its 
object Wus to make a geveral law, and put whisky, 
beer and tobacco oo the same footing in regard to 
taxation, It wasa measure of relief which would 
preveut 4 crisisin the west. When congress could 
do this without detriment.to the public interest, 
it should be done. 

Mr. Thompson,of Kentucky, tunported the bil! 
which he said, presented the question whether tse

The qucs- 
tion of temperance was not involved jn the 
measure, but if the few temperance cranks in the 
house weuld vote for the bill it wouid result in 
keeping whisky in bond and out of cousumption. 

Mr. Miiliken, of Maine, while denying that he 
was @ “temperance crank,’’ irqui.ed whether, 
even if the bill passed, the whisky would not be 
taken out of bond in the course of time, to which 
Mr. Thompson replied what it would pass inio 
consumption when it was called out by some tem- 
perance cranks, for he had never seen one of that 
class before making a speech who would not step 
behind the door and ‘‘wet his whistle.’’ 

Mr. Clements, of Georgia, opposed the 
bill on business - principles, and incidentally 
declared his willingnessto forward any demand 
for the total abolition of the internal revenue sys- 
tem. 

Mr. Breckenridge, of Arkansas, spoke at length in 
favor of tne bill as a measureof justice and relief 
wo ihe whiskyindustry, an ortrayed the ruin 
aud bankrupicy which would follow the failure of 
the house to grant that relief. He denied emphat 
ically that there was any dishonest ring organized 
to urge the measure through congress, 
but called attention to the numer- 
ous petitions before the committee 
on waysand means, asking for this legislation.

Somesuch 

Charge was brought in the Post-Appeal, But thisis 

the whole truth, Colonel Mynuati wrote Guvernor 

Brown pointivg out what he thought was a defect 

in the biil, and Goversot Brown gave his letier to 

Mr. Bammond. Judge McVay and others differed 

from Coloue! Mypatt. Mr. Hammond wrote Colonel 
Mywatt that to remove ali duubt he would have the 
senate charge the bill. Coivuel hy 
natt replied that better pass 
in its origival shape be delayed 
He could noi have attaached great importance to 
the matter, but Mr. Hammond took the safe course 
and removed all doubi, and without aid from 
Governor Brown. “L.’’ may think the * bills for 
the relief of private persous’’ were of ‘'littie mo- 
ment.’’ But ihose whom Mr. Hammond was try- 
ing to serve in these instances will nut agree wich 
“L.”’ Would he be understood as meaving that 
such biils would be beneath” the uotice 
of his candidate? If Mr. Hammond is 
to be bemeaned for trying to get justice for them 
and for the state of Georgia, ouly because he dia 
not succeed is not the logical conclusion that ‘L’’ 
would not have his canaidate, if elected, try, lest 
he too shouid fail’ The complaint against Mr. 
Hammoud is that, though he did not succeed, he 
triedagsin. Perseverauce has been cousidered a 
Virtue in a representative. It is true that 
with Mr. Hammoud's aid (for he 
enswered Holmen, H-sceck and others 
who atiacked the bi!!) the last congress passed the 
bill to pey Georgia the $35,000 claim. Bet the first 
Comptroller of the treasury refused to pay the 
money, butcrediteditupon an account against 
Georgia for the war tax levied in 1861. Mr. Ham 
mona’s bili, now peuding, which *'L’’ saysis ‘'sim 
ply to make effeciuaian act already adopted iu 
Georgias favor,’’ istocoimnpel payment in spite of 
that credit. Is there no meritin such a measure? 
Why did not 'L’’ tell that Mr. Hammonsa 
aided, ifhe did not secure, the passage of we first 
act. During !ast congress Governor Brown iutro- 
duced a like bill for Georgia but according to *'L’s”’ 
reasoning lost it. This congress Senator Colquitt 
reintroduced a like bill, aud senator Hoar repui ted 
to pay Georgia thatsum by a like credit on the 
wartex account, Afier ali that Mr. Hammoad 
prucuied tie ULaDimous Vote of the house judicia- 
ry committee in favor of the bill aud sv re 
ported on the I1lth instant, as yours 
paper showed. Wiiy did~'L’’ suppress these facts? 
The substance of the charge as to the Uniied S.wtes 
barracks is that though Sherman favored their re- 
tention here, Mr. Hammoud, though requested to 
heip, declined to act uutil bow, and now only 
because fe courts popularitr, Now the truth is 
very simple, and just tne reverse. In Jauuary, 
1880, Mr. Hammoad introduced a bill to purchase 
the barracks, and personally visited General suer. 
man and obtained fmm him a letter in ils 
support. Buta law suit was peuding as toa right 
of way through the land. Citizens of Allavtaand 
West End protested against keeping the barracks 
sonear the city. By some the price asked was cous 
sidered too large. From these and other reasous 
the commitiee on miliary affairs determined to 
reportadversely. To avoid such a report Mr. Ham 
mound prevailed upoa the committee to recousider 
and hold the bill to give another chance for 
success, that he mixht try again. 

In the last Congress the measure succeeded in the 
hovse, but was defeated in the senate,and now Mr 
Hammoud istryiug again to have the barracks 
established near Atlanta. ‘The facts show thatthe 
charge is unjust, grotsiy unjust. Why Mr Ham- 
mond was notmade chairman of the judiciary 
committee we do net know. It was a rare icnor to 

uthimonitthe firetterm. He succeeded weil in 
ing the second democrat on it during bis seco ud 
term, The fact that his friends thought he would 
become its chairman show their estimation of his 
tanding.

in Congress. AS aA lawyer he stands 
without a ~pecr, and as a& man: he is 
reapecied, esiec med ani honored eve.

THE pension appropriation bill reported 


yesterday appropriates $20,684,400, and pro- 


vides thatany balance of the appropriation 
for the current fiscal year that may remain 
unexpended on June 30, 1884, shall be appro- 
priated. This balance is estimated at $6 ,600,- 
000, The estimates of the pension bureau 
for the next fiscal year were $40,000,(00, in 
addition to the unexpended balance at the 
c'ose of the current fiscal year. 


WINTER PORK PACKING. 

The winter pork packing represents about 
70 per cent of the entire packing of the west, 
and as tae south draws a good share of its 
meat from the west, the size of the winter 
packing becomes therefore a matter of con- 
siderable home interest. The aggregate num- 
ber of bogs packed during the winter was 
3,867,485, a decrease of 583,455 as compared 
with the packing of the previous winter. 
The decrease is 13 percent. The production 
of lard has also falien off. Not only have 
fewer hogs been killed, but the average yield 
oflard per hog has been 33.37 pounds as 
against 35.77 pounds last year.. The decreased 
production of lard amounts to 391,128 tierces. 
The reduction in packing is ‘equiv- 
alent to 848,000 hogs at the previous winter’s 
average weight. The reduction in stocks of 

+ meats on the first day of the month is equiv- 
, alent to the meat prgduct of 490,000 hogs at 
last year’s weight. 

We give these figures, taken from the chief 


authority in the packing trade, the Cincin-* 


nati Price Current, in order to open the eyes 
of our readers to the possible unprofitableness 
of neglecting in the immediate future the 
production of meat for home consumption. 
The lesson is an old one, and if the figures 
we have given do not lead to its enforcement 
we do not know what will. 


TENNESSEE RIVBR IMPROVEMENT. 

The memorial of the people of Tennessee 
valley in favor of government aid in over- 
coming the obstacles to navigation, seems to 
be based upon fair play and true economy. 
The length of the river and iis navigable 
tributaries is 2,845 miles, and it drains 46,200 
square miles lying in eight states. These 
square miles are either capable of bigh culti- 
vation or else contain vast stores of coal, 
building stones and minerals. Much of the 
land is uncultivated, and the buried resources 
arescarcely touched. If, however, there 
could be cheap water communication from 
the Ohio to headwaters, it wou!d not require 
a generation to see repeated in the south the 
wonderful story of western Pennsylvania. 
The heavy productsof the mines of Alabama, 
Georgia and Tennessee cannot be profitably 
moved witbout the cheap transportation that 
an open river affords. 

Conga ess began the work of opening the 
Tennessee river six'y years ago, and all the 
work of that early time can be utilized. It 
has already spent in the river $2,612,146, and 
$1,983,742 more will suffice to complete the 
improvement ofthe Tennessee river itself 
and of the Hiawassee, French Broad, Clinch, 
Duck and Little Tennessee rivers. Only about 
one-third of the sum will be needed during 
the next fiscal year. When we consider 
what large amounts have been spent on the 
Ohio and Mississippi rivers, and what good 
would result from the opening of the Ten- 

-nessee river, the petition of the Chattanooga 
convention seems altogether reasonable and 
just. And nowthat over one-half of the 
work has been done, it would also appear to 
be very unwise not to go on and complete it. 
Congress will have few more meritorious 
memorials before it than the one sent up 
from the Tennessee valley. 


IMMIGRATION. 

It goes without saying that the south needs 
more white people; that it must have more 
white people before a condition of high pros- 
perity will exist. At present we have no in- 
coming tide to offset the tide that is constantly 
leaving the old states for the new fiehis in 
the far west, and the census of 1890 will in- 
_  @vitably lower our relative rank among the 
| states, as the last census did. The Nash-

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York to combat the misrepresentations in 
Castle Garden of the western railroad agents; 
to negotiate with the North German Lloyd | 
steamship company, or some other steamship 
company, for direct steam communication 
between Europe and southern cities, and to 
facilitate the sale of land to actual settlers. 
All these steps are praiseworthy, although it 
is somewhat doubtful whether rude labor 
without capital is just what we need at pres- 
ent. We have an abundance of unoccupied 
lands that can be bought at low prices; we 
havea climate that is unexcelled in the 
world; we have hidden stores of almost every 
knows mineral. Totill our lands that lie 
without cultivation we need small farmers 
from the north or from Europe; to develop 
our mineral resources, we need men who 
have or can command capital. In the pres- 
ent stage of southern progress it is indeed 
doubtful whether the landing of one thousand 
foreign-born immigrants in our ports would 
be an unmixed . blessing. The first 
thousand would be able to find em- 
ployment, but the succeeding thousand 
without funds and without knowlecge of our 
cropsor the manner of producivg them, 
might send home stories that would deter 
others from coming. The time is coming 
when the surplus rude Jabor of Europe will 
be needed in the south; but at present we 
need much more the farmer and miner—the 
former with small and the latter with large 
capital. Waoen they begin to arrive in con- 
siderable numbers and get to ww k, then the 
day of the white laborer has come. 

The association isto meet in May in St. 
Louis, whereit will bein the tide of west- 
ward emigration. Let us hope it will there 
take steps to make’known to the young men 
of the northwest what advantages the south 
has to offerthem. We want enough farmers 
tooccupy our untilled lands—say, a million 
ofthem. We hayeroom for a million of 
small farmers, and we doubtif the associa- 
tion can do better than to turn its chief ener- 
gies to the task of securing them. The capi- 
talist will come unsolicited aftera while, and 
the rude laborer is not needed until our un- 
occupied lands are in demand, until our 
waste places begin to contribute to the vol- 
ume of trade and general prosperity. Every 
acre brought into cultivation increases the 
demand for labor, and we should not make 
the mistake of bringing labor here that cannot 
findemployment. Let tillers of the soil and 
mine developers be first invited.

ANSWER TO CORRESPONDENTS. 

T D. Clarkson, Ga —Please get up an article on 
the planting and cultivation of the ground pea. 

Ground pees are easily cultivated. Plantin a 
soil having a good per centage of lime. The 
ground need not be deeply broken. Make your 
rows 2% to 3 feet wide, and drop two shi lied peas 
every two feet, covering them with ‘two inehes of 
earth. Keep clear of grass and weeds. 

H B, @pelika, Ala.—Piease inform me how I can 
peel peaches by the peck or bushel, and atso state 
what wask is ved to counteract the bad effecé of 
the mixture used in the peeling process? 

Dip the peaches in boiling lye and risre them in 
clean water; then rub them with a wet towe!, and 
they wil slip oct of their skins, 

C H E. Thomson, Ga.—I have been troubled a

EnstLaGE AXD Irs Vatge.—Because ensi- 


lage isa word of comparatively recent coin 
age,some people think that it is applied to a 
new process of preserving green forage in pits. 
The word is compounded of the two French 
words ‘“‘en,’’ in, and ‘‘silo,”’ a pit, for the 
preservation of grain, roots, etc. A fierce 
controversy over its modern origin has raged 
for a quarter of acentury, and it has been 
stoutly maintained that ensilage was perfect- 
ed in France and also in America. Ensilage 
is of very ancient origin, and is spoken of by 
Varro, Columelia, Pliny, the naturalist, and 


Diodomis. 

It wil be seen from this that the process of 
ensilage can lay claims toa very respectable 
antiquity, and that it was very probably used 
for preserving green forage as well as grain, 
for the small amount of carbonic acid given 
off by ‘uninjured grain’’ would not have 
attracted the attention of the busbandman. 
This supposition is greatly strengthened by a 
passege in Curtius, a Latin historian of the 
first oentury. He states in chapter iv, of his 
7th book thatthe troops of Alexander, after 
crossing the Caucasus, were subjected to 
severe privations—that there was ‘‘a scareity 
of corn, amounting almost to a famine,”’ and 
that ‘‘no wheatcould be found.’ He then 
abruptly adds: ‘The barbarians around 
Caucasus call these siros, which they conceal 
so ingenidusly that none save those who dig 
them are able to find them; in these their 

’ 5 
crops gre stored away.”’ 

Again, Ausonius Popma, an accurate gram- 
marian and scholar of the sixteenth century, 
in his treatise on farm implements, (De In- 
s2umento Fundi) a work which treats of 
ancient husbandry, in referring to the sub- 
ject of granaries and citing authorities, ap- 
pears to use the term fruges advisedly. in 
chapter xv., he writes: ‘‘Instead of these, 
(granaries above ground) in some pdJovinces 
sos are used, excavated after the manner of 
caves or wells, fur receiving and preserving 
the crops.”’ 

Jt may be safely affirmed that the passages 
above quoted make it abundantly evident 
that grain and other farm products were in 
the earliest times stored away in underground 
excavations, in order to protect them from 
the ravages of war, ana the perfect preserva- 
tion of the crops (hus saved caused tne prac- 
tice to be generally adopted and continued 
in more peaceful times, 

Recent experiments with this process have 
been eminently sa:isfactory, and it is now 
weil established that a farmer may reasonably 
expect to get 1.600 pounds of ensilaze from 
every ton of green matter. Tue feesimg value 
ofthdas product.s well known. In mixed ra- 
tions two pounds of ensilege will > as far us 
one pound of hay. 

The silo pit, after ceniuries of disuse, has 
reappeared as a permanent adjunct of pro- 
gressive farming. Amorg the Atianta farm- 
ers who have experimented with ensilaye. 
Mr. A. J Orme may be mentioned as one of 
the most successful. Speaking toa ConstTI- 
TUTION man, the other day, Me. Orme siid: 
**Kosilaze isa big thing—too big to oe sum- 
marily disposed of in a running conversa- 
tion. When I have time! will go through 
my books and let you huve some defiaite 
facts and figures showing the relative cost of 
ensilage and hay and their respective feeding 
valine, I consider my silo pit invaluabie, 
and now that 1 have tested tt Ll would not be 
withautit foranything. Before many years 
the merits of the process will be,so well under 
stood that no man will at.empt to run a farm 
without well-constructed silo pits, 

intensive Farminad. ~ Having received 
many letters of iuquiry, bow te ra’se corn On 
the intensive system, I have concluded to an- 
swer through your columns, if you think the 
matter of sudlicientinterestto give itspace. I 
know yeu are ready to publish any plan 
which you think will he'p the farmers. 

I plant double rows because I cannot get 
stalks enough on an acre by any oiler pian 
and stil] bave ventilation. ae 

1. Lay off rows six feet apart, sub-seiling 
each row, and putin compost pretty heavy, 
say 500 pouncs per acre. 

2. Bed on this sub-soiling each furrew. 

3. Lay off rows 18 inches apart on eivher 
side of the composted furrow and put 150 

nds per acre of good standard guano or 
phosphate just as fur cotton, and drop corn 
18 te 24inches apart in each row and cover

‘hen the corn is well uprun one fur- 
row, witha very long narrow plew between

7. Ten days later, take a large shovel plow 
and run a good furrow in the middle of the 
wide .ows and put 150 pounds per acre of 

amo i Phis furrow and run around that 
w with broad ecrapes (so shallow as not 
to cut many roots) until you get as near the 
@orn as you wish. This completes the fourth 
plowing, and lays the crop by with a slight 
rice in the miadle of the wide row, —_ a 
ight depression toward each corn row. 
ow let us see what we have done. The 
corn has been cultivated with 14 furrows to 
six feét rows, and three or four hoeines, each 
light, but very essential. And, as to 
ust, we have cultivated much cheaper than 
the usual plan requires We have invested 
about $10 per acre in fertilizing and $4 in 
work, thus:

40 bushels 
racre, andthe cost will be 35 cents per 
usbel. If you make 50 bushels, the cost will 
be only 28 cents. If the season should be 
favorable and you make 60 bushels per acre, 
then the cost is reduced to only 22% cents, 
sut thisisnotall, You havea very heavy 
crop of fodder, and your land is doubled in 
valne—every acre thus treated is worth $2,00 
to $1.00 before, and will continue so for years. 
My experience is thatthisis the cheapest 
plan for raising corn en upland, the best plan 
for manuring poor land, less liabie to- suffer 
from drought, and the only wey to compete 
with western corn, We must get out of the 
old ruts or wecan’t keep up with the western 
wagon 
All L ask of any man is to give this plan a 
fair trial before condemning it. Do not let 
your prejndice against double rowed corn pre- 
vent you from filing yourerib with the cheap- 
est corn you ever raised. Do not be afraid of 
every new idea, but “prove all things, and 
bo'd fast to that which is best.” ; 
‘ Ooeap bread’ must be the foundation of 
all real, substantial prosperity in_ any and 
every agricultural community.—J. B. Hun- 
nicutt in Newnan, Ga., Advertiser. 


Grorcia RAISED ToBAacco.—Pinsn's Store, Nan- 
nie Postffice, Fioyd County, Georgia, March 13ib, 
188i —Thinking your many thousand readers 
in Georgia and elsewhere would like to know 
something about the value of Georgia ralsed te: 
will give my experience in raising the 
weed here. My first crop here wes raised last 
year, aud it wasa very unfavorable year for 
tobaceo: nevertheless I got the second crop from 
some of the land, and the sésond crop was nearly 
as good as the first. Iraised a large log bodied 
hous: 20x20 feetin the c'earand something nearor 
quite 25 feet high, the old Virginia style, my 
native state, I had made at Mr. W, W. 
Seay’s, of Rome, ebout 75 feet of 
ten-inch sheet iron piping for the purpose of cur- 
ing the tobacco; did the firing from the outside of 
the house; had two furnaces in one side of the 
house in which these pipes were placed; used the 
thermometer for gauging the temperature, eic., 
just asthe Virginiaus do eround Danville.

I’m building ‘big air castles’’ 
for the nearfuture. Almostanyone can rajse to- 
bacco, but curing is the all importaat point.

SHekPs’ MILK —It would seem that sheep are en- 
titled to be classed as dairyanimais. They produce 
the milk from which the costly Rochefort cheeses 
are made, more than 300,000 of them being keptis 
that place for thisspecia! purpose, And now we 
hear through a correspondgedt of the Michigan 
Farmer, thata Friesland (North Holland) dairy 
maou,Mr Kuperus, is milking forty cows aad forty 
sheep, and makes butterfrom all the mikk. His 
sheep are very large; have raised sixty eizht lambs; 
this year will shear tweuty pounds of wool each, 
and some give from uius to twalve pounds of milk 
each per day.

Procure an old pork or 
whisky barrel,and as bones aceumulate throw 
them in aod cover them with unleached wood 
ashes. If the barrel standsin the weather, in a 
few months the bones will become friable, and 
easily Converted into the beat bone dust. If a 
quicker process is required burn the bones and 
crush them

EWART’S CARP 


A FISHERY INTHE HIGHLANDS OF 
CAROLINA. 


A Drive up to Dun Cragon N arly 3,000 Feet Above 
the Sea—The Story of an Experimeut With 
Varp—How to Build a Dam for the Fish 
~The Success of the Enierprise. 


Henpersonvi.uez, N. C., March 20.—A short 
drive in the bracing, crisp air of a March 
morning from the pretty liftle town of Hen- 
dersenville, North Carolina, through a wind- 
ing and beautiful avenue of rbododendrons 
and mountain laurel, and your correspondent 
was at Dan Cragin, the handsome residence 
of H. G. Ewart.. 300 feet above Henderson- 
ville, and 2.800 feetabove sea level. Stand- 
ing in the broad and spacious varandas the 
view is beautiful beyond description. At 


sheets of water, beyond the little mountain) 
town, with its cottages, spires and churches; 
farther yet, the lovely valley of the Ochla- 
waha, and beyond ail, the everlasting hills 
of the Alleghanies, extending for miles and 
miles in unbroken ranges of lofty, blue-cap- 
ped peaks, making in its entirety one of the 
loveliest landscapes in our beautifal scuth- 
land. Tux ConsTITUTION scribe met with a 
courteous reception from the proprietor of 
Dun Cragin, who, upon being apprised of the 
object of the visit, at once consented to af- 
ford any information in his power upon the 
subject in quetion. That subject, I need 
scarcely add, was “Carp, the new Dutch im- 
migrant, its culture and its future.”’ 

Without delay Tue CoNnstITuTION opened 
its batteries. 

‘‘What first led you into the cultivation of 
carp upon such an extensive scale?’ 

“Well,” answered Mr. E wart, *‘] will per- 
haps surprise you by saying that my carp 
farm Owes its origin to fHE ATLANTA Consri- 
TuTION. Thegraphic articles descriptive of 
this fish, written a few years ago by tue %r:}- 
liant and versaiile Grady, first atiracted my 
attention. I atonce secured from the Uaited 
States fish commissioner, through the Huon. 
R, B. Vance, M. C., from this district, a few 
dozsn of the ‘carp fry,’ and placing them in 
a small pond prepared for the purpose, 
awaited resuits. fhe rapidity of their 
growth surprised ms beyoud measure, aud 
when I ascertained by eating several of the 
fish then weighing from 1 to1's pounds, that 
the edible qualities were nearty, if not quite, 
equal to the shad, and infiuitety the superior 
of the perch, bass or sucker, I at once con- 
cluded that the carp was the ‘tish for the 
musses,’ and that its culture could be made 
an exceedingly profitabie business, With 
this end in view I built extensive ponds, cov- 
ering an area of several acres, and stocked 
them with a lot of fine carp, only to lose 
them, however, in a year afterwards,’’ 

“How was that?” 

“By committing the serinus blunder of 
building cheap dams. The heavy freshets 
of 1582, so destructive in your state, swept 
my dams away, leaving me with a duzen or 
more ot my carp, and a cunsiderable amount 
of experience on hand.’’ 


the foot of the hiil sparkle bright crystal, 


can never rot or decay, costs nothing for re- 
pairing, and *the construction material is 
cheap and easily obtained. Experts who 
have examined my dams, whilst surprised at 
[ their simplicity and economy of construction, 
at once coneede their superiority over any 
known system. The screen over the mouth 
of the trunk-way is superior to anything of 
the kind I have ever seen. It never clogs, 
does not catch the smallest atom of rubbish, 
and yet will not permit the escape of the 
smaliest fish, The gate is also an excellent 
invention, simpie and easy to operate. Ican 
empty wy nursery pond in five hours, aud 
my stock pond in twenty-four hours,”’ 

‘Do you feed your carp?”’ 

“No, only the emall fry in the hatching 
pond. Carp should not be artificially fed. 
Tbe fish is a vegetarian, and not carnivorous. 
It will fatten rapidly upon the sueculent 
leaves of the waier cress, the tender shoots 
of the pickerel, the seed of the water oat, 
and the myriads of siugs and animalicule 
that abound upon the leaves and around the 
roots of the nymvhea odoranta, and other 
aquatic plants. My ponds are now well sup- 
plied with every variety of water plants. I 
make it a point also to annually iocrease the 
food supply. I have the banks lined with 
alder bushes, the berries of which the earp 
are especially fond of This year I planted 
double rows of the Russian mulberry near 
the ponds. These will bear in a few years 
and affurdin their season a large suppiy otf 
natural focd. i bave also in my ponds a va- 
riety of Water mos, @ rank grower of ‘whici 
the Carp seem fond.”’ 

‘Will they ouly feed upan vezetadle or in- 
sect matter ?”’ 

“On, no! not at ali. Like pigs they will 
eat anything. sat to make carp culture 
profitable, artificial feeding should be dis 
peused with as far as possibie, and;the fish be 
required Jiteral!y to ‘rvot fur its own living.’ 
If, however, artificial feeding is resorted to it 
should be cheapened as much as possibie. 
Commencing in the spring give them lettuce 
leaves, turnip tops, and kitchen scraps. 
Later feed cavbage leaves, melon rinds, sweet 
| corp, squash, etc., and in the fall pumpkins, 
boiled turnips, cabbage, potatoes, etc. They 
seem especially fond of pumpkins, and the 
fry will literally ‘gut’ a large s z-dsone.”’ 

‘Much difference of opinion seems to exist 
as tu the edibie qualities of the carp. What 
is your Opinioa of the fish?” . 

“As I told you, before embarking in the 
business on such an extensive scale | satisfied 
} myself ou that point by eating some of my 
carp. They were taken after the spawning 
Seusun, late in the fai!. and were plump and 
in good condition. I tried them baked and 
fried, and found them far superior in flavor 
to the mullet or perch, and very nearly 1f not 
indeed quite the equal of the shad. The 
flesh is very white and about the same con- 
sistency aa shad,’’ 

‘*Were they bony?”’ 

‘Alt fish, | believe have bones, but thecarp 
is as free from them asany fish I know of. 
Indeed with the la ge carp, the bones give no 
trouble, the flesh flaking off nicely. Carp, 
however, should not be eaten during the 
spawning season, Gr immediately thereafrer, 
as at that time, like all other fish, the flesh is 
soft, and of an uapleasant taste, Neither do 
I believe, all statements to the contrary, that 
carp taken fromstagnant and offensive povis 
of water would be fit to eat. In such pools 
the flesh of the fish will undoubtediy be af- 
fected and rendered unfit for taole use, it 
having a moldy and muddy taste. Speaking 
of the edible qualities of the fish, I see that 
the United States Fish Commissioner, Hen. 
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‘What next?” 

‘Having learat from actual experience that | 
it was folly to constructs large carp ponds, un- 
less the duis were solidiy built, i at ONCE | 
began a careial study ef the science of cam | 
building, for a science it certainly is. After ! 
sume time I decided to adopt the ‘Jones’ sys: | 
tem.’ [regret tbat lam not at hoerty to} 
explain this system, as application for letters 
patent for this process of Gam-building, with 
its concomitants of sluice-way gaie, fisb | 
screen, eic., IS DOW pending before the United 
States patent cffive. But if you wil 
down tu my pouus [ will give you an idea of 
ther construc‘ion,”’ 

A few moment's walk and we were at a 
smail pond of clear water, covering an area 
Of a quarter of an acre, Just above and con- 
nected with a lovely sheet of water covering 
ap area of five acres. 

“This small pond,” said Mr. Ewart, “is my 
hatching pond. Itis fed by wacerfrom adja- 
cent Springs conducted in wooden trougus, 
and is from four feet to two .nches in depih., 
Iu is, a8 you see, well supplied with needle 
grass, pickerel weed, water lilies, and other 
uqguatics. ‘The five-acre pond below is the 
‘uursery pood.’ In that pond I have 75 
breede rs, carefully selecied tor siz and qual- 
ity. Ihe depth of that poud varies from six 
feet to two inches, the suil a black loam, aud 
rich in aquatic productions. Tne shallow 
water, you observe, is lined with willow twigs 
aud hemlock brush. Here during the warm, 
suuby mornings in April and May, the 
breeuers spawe, depositing their eggs, which 
are adhesive, among the twigs and brush 
under the surfaceof tne water. Did youever 
watch fish spawn ?”’ 

Tr & CONSTITUTION Scribe had not. 

‘“Dueu you savuid do so, as the sight isa 
novel and noisy process. Just before the 
Spawning seasou, the carp evince yreat activ- 
ity. Naturatiy sluggish, it now swims rapidly 
Lirough the pond, and oliea, like the muilet, 
julips its entire iength out of the water. 
When ready to deposit its ezgs the female 
carp heads rapidly for the warm, shaliow 
Water, Closei'y pursued by the male, some- 
times a ha:f dozen of them ata time ‘tum»- 
ling heads over tails. When the fegiale 
Grops her egy3 tae maleswimming closely be- 
ulud her diops his miltamongst the egzs. and 
vigorously lasbing the wa.er with his tuil. 
mixes the spawn. Tnisis the act of impreg- 
habvion, aud the eggs hatch in from six to 
twelve days, sCcotalug 10 tue temperature of 
the water, Whenever I escertain that the 
carp are spawning, I examine the brush and 
tw xs Careluliy and tranoster the brauches cov: 
ered Wita eggs to the hateninyg pond, -in 
wich no lish are kept atall. Here they are 
pluced in Water, shailow water, and carefu:ly 
proiected from frogs, turties, etc., uutil 
haicued. when they are regularly fed wich 
small particles of bread or cracker crumbs 
saturated in sweet mi:k Yuuobserveu trunk 
exiending through the dam of the naiching 
pond into the ‘nursery pond?’ This w ihe 
pss wey for the smali fry from the batching 
pond io the nursery. The mouth of that 
trunk in the haicbing p»nd is screened with 
gaivanized wire mesh large‘enough to atuow 
the litile fry to pass through into their nurss- 
ry, but tou smail to permit ingress to larger 
fish, {np the nursery the hatch. of thigeyear 
are allowed to remain till November, wnoen 
the puad is drawn and the fry, now lively 
iitcle fingerlings able to care fur tnemselves, 
transferred to the ‘s'ock pond,’ one-fuurth 
mile above the pursery. This transter is 
made by placing the young carp in forty-gal- 
lon barreis and hauling t.em :o tue stuck 
puod. Several thousand can be car.ied in a 
siogle barrel. The stock pond when at its 
height covers an area of seventy-tive acres. 
Here the fry have an unlimited pasture in 
woich to roam, and an inexvausubie supply 
of vegetab’e and insect life to fetten oa. 
From tbis pond they can, when they attain 
market size, be easily taken in nets and traps 
Every third year the stock pond wili be 
drained, and the large carp taken therefrom 
and placed io smali market pounds, where 
‘hey wili be fed regularly and taken as re 
quired. The nufsery pound is fed oy a pure, 
mountain creek, the water of which has been 
placed under control by digziaga ditch teu 
feet wide at the mouth of the pond and 
around the pond. This canal, or ditch, in 
high water carries the surplus water aroand 
the pond, an automatic gaie at the ja: ction 
of di'ch and pond, only permitting a suffi 
ctent quantity of water to enter the ponc, 
thus keeping ita' a uniform depth sumwer 
and winter, Tbiz automatic gate is so 
screened as to preventany ingress orfegrest 
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of thesmaliest fish. Ail of my pond have 
the ‘Jones dam,’ which. after careful /\ous: 
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| warmer, the same fish would duubtless 


8S. I’. Baird, recently eent into twenty-three 
states and eight territories letters of ioquiry 
as to the table qualities of the carp, addressed 
to parties who had eaten the fish. He re- 
ceived 242 replies, outof this number 229 
made favorable mention, the meed of ;raise 
running from ‘‘good,”’ to ‘‘very fine,’’ Osly 
19 alluded ty the fish as ‘poor’ and indif- 
ferent.’’ 

‘How large do the carp grow?’ 

“Inthe river Danube, in Germany they are 
often caught weighing from 50 t0 75 pounds 
I have them weighing 8 pounds, turee 
yearsof age. La South Carulinsa,Georgia, or the 
eastern part of this state,where the waters are 
have 
attained a weight of fifteen pounds) In this 
section with long wintersand late cold springs 
they will not grow with such rapidity ”’ 

“At what age, will they spawca?’ 

‘In this section, the Scaie carp at two years, 
the Leather and Mirror carp at three.” 

“Can she male be distinguished from 
female?” 

‘‘Easly, the female is the largest, and just 
before the spawning season acquires a bright 
yellowish cast on its beily and sides.’’ 

‘Are they prolific? ’ 

‘“‘Wonderfuily so. Last September I caught 
a female carp weighing only 1'¢ pounds that 
must have had 10,000 eggs in 1%. A female 
carp weighing 5 pounds is said to contain 
500 000 eggs. Ualike other fish, they do not 
Spawn at certain seasons, but droptheir eggs 
as soon as each female attains maturity, 
whetherthat be in Aprilor NovembDer.”’ 

“Is ita game fish?”’ 

‘Not so gamey as the sheephead, trout, or 
‘that cavalier of the sea,’’ thueSpanish mack- 
erel, but at times it takes the book freely, is 
a strong puilerand fights to the last. Often 
lastfaill hadthemitosnap my line intwo 
and escape with bai. and nook.” 

“How, many carp can be raised tothe 
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acre * 

‘That depends! If artificially fed I shouid 
say five thousand, if not, perbaps half tiat 
number. <A carp pond properly cared forand 
abundantly stocked with natural food wit! 
undoubtedly pay its owner aclear, net profit 
of five huadred dollars per acre. This wil! 
lead acottonfarm, won’t ii? There is al- 
ways a demand for freso fish, and they can 
readiiy be sold at ten cents per pound. At 
that price, the profits per acre would be ener- 
mous, provided always that proper care is 
given the ponds, fur carp have many eRe- 
mies 

‘What are they?’ 

“Green frogs, musk-rats, turtles, snakes, 
cranes, herons aod kinglishers. The only 
remedy is the sh0: gun, and it must be used 
diligently and eff-c:ivlev duriog tke spring 
and sunimer months. Otherwise your carp 
will soon be exterminated. I have killed a 
blue crane witha pound and a half carp 
swallowed whole in its throat. The ponds 
cau be protecced from poachers by stretching 
strands of barb wire under the surface of the 
water close to the banks. This will svon, put 
astop to night seinipg”’ 

‘‘Do carp hibernate in this climate in the 
winter season as in Germany, or the northern 
states?’ 

“I doubtit.. The past winter was a very 
severe oue, my ponds often being covered 
with four inch ice, yet as soon asit disappear- 
ed I could see indications of the carp moving 
about in the water. But they do not seem to 
feed during the winter, at least not to any ap- 
preciable extent.’ 

“Can large carp be shipped any distance 
alive?” 

“O, yes! it is almost impossible to killa 
cirp. They are woudertully tenacious of jie. 
L st S8+ptember I caughta two pound carp, 
placed it in an empty bucket, and after a walk 
of half a mile anda delay of at least three- 
quarters of an hour placed itina tub of 
water. To my surprise, in a few seconds it 
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pond, Iam now shipping breeders over the 
states, so far without joss.”’ 

“Ofthe three varieties, scale, mirror or 
leather. which do you consider the most pre- 
ferable ?’’ . 

‘There is really no difference. Ifthe ponds 
are not impure and if not eaten during the 
spa ning seagon the flavor of the fish isabour 
thesame. The leather carp is the hand- 
somest fish of the three.”’ 

‘Are carp subject to any disease?” 

“Yes, and a very deacly one, fungus, a 
moldy growth on its back, caused by impure 
water, sumetimes by wounds, often from a 
v+ak condition of the fish. There is nocure 
for it. Whenever it aopears, tue only thing 
to be done is t» drain the ponds, kiil all the 
diseased fish and commence, as the lawyers 
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fish it would readily bybridize,but lam satis- 
fied not witn the bass, or tront, or perch. 
Stillcarp should be kept to themselves, as 
other fish of every variety, even to the tiny 
minnow Will prey upon their spawn.” 
‘Do carp ever destroy their own spawn 
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was as lively as when first taken from the 


‘Yes, as soon as it is deposited, ifthe pond 
does not afford them sufficient food.” 

“One more question and our batteries will 
close—what isthe best2way of cookivg the 
carp!’’ 

‘Well, lam not an adeptinthe culinary 
art, but will venture to give a few receipes. 
The first is perhaps familiar to every sports- 
man. Take acouple of plump carp, wash and 
clean well, strewing pepper and saiton both 
inand outside, wrap each separately in a 
sheet of white paper, well buttered. Round 
this wrap asheet of newspaper, dip in cold 
water fora few moments, then pJaceon a bed 
of hot coals. In a few moments ‘‘the pepper 
carps’’ are ready for the table and cooked in 
their Own juicesand served with potatoes 
will satisfy the most expicarean taste. The 
small carp are best tried. Clean nicely, 
place in a weak brine over night, wipe it 
thoroughly dry and cover with corn meal. 
Have tne fat boiling hot and piace fish in 
some, frying quickly. 

The ‘Van Antwerp method” is also pop- 
ular. Clean nicely, wrap fish in a linen 
towel, coil neatly inalange fish kettle and 
boil fifteen migties, tien remove fish to 
bakiug pan, bake and then baste with butter 
gravy. A nice Gressing should occupy thein- 
.erior of the fish and around its sides.’’ 

Tais closed Tae Constatution’s interview 
with Mr, Ewart, and bidd:ng him adieu, your 
correspondent was soon wending his way back 
to Hendersonville, satisfied that Tue Consri- 
TUTION with its usual enterprise had first given 
to the pubiic a description of the largest and 
most complete carp farm in the southero 
states, ifnot, indeed, in the United States.

keeping up the grand delusion that, while it 
may be co!der in this latitude than it is fur- 
ther south, ‘‘ you don’t feel it.” Men bury 
their frozen wives, children, and other reia 
tives and strangers with many self-comfort- 
ing observations on the mysterious dispensa- 
tions of Providence, and boom their tewn ail 
the harder the next day. Every little coilec- 
tion of wooden huts caiiing itseifa city boasts 
one or morédaily pupers, but these ponder- 
ous organs of the real es ate agent and (ax- 
collectur find no room to give more than a 
bare mention of occurrences which elsewhere 
in th:s country would possess a stariling in- 
terest. Ifa man or a woman and achiild dis- 
appear, the newspaper is good enough to 
chronicle the fact, and te express tie fear 
that they may have perished in the storm, 
In the spring, when skeletons begin to peep 
out from the diminishing snowbanks, the dis- 
covery of the remainsof a human being is 
ususliy dismissed in three lines, as ** probabiy 
lost in one of last year’s biizzards.”’ ‘to dilate 
upooany of these littie incidents of life in 
the frozen north-west woula be rank treason. 
If newspapers in other parts of the country 
wish to Jearn the facts, they must send their 
men after them, fcrno resident can see more 
than a mere “natural death’ notice in apy 
sach occurrence.

him to put His hand on their wounds; it was 
so very soothing. There was not a mother, 
with so sick and delicate ababe, that she was 
afraid to trust itin the Savior’s arms. His 
footstep was so gentie it would pot wake up 
the faintest slumber. Some rough, people 
hustled a bad woman into His presence and 
‘Denounce her now! Blast her! hill 
locked 


said: 


her!”’ then 


Jesus looked at her and 
at the assailants and said: ‘‘Let him that is 
without sin cast the first stone.” Whena 
blind man sat by the wayside making a great 
ado because he had no vision, the people told 
him to hush up, that he was bothering the 
Master: but Cbrist came where he was and 
said to him: ‘‘What wilt thou thatI do un- 
to thee?” Gentleness of voice, gentleness of 
hand. centieness of foot. Weall admire it, 
though we may not have it. The rough 
mountain bluff, the great scarred headland 
loves to look down into the calm lake at its 
feet, the stormiest winter loves to merge into 
the sunshiny spring. and the most impulsive 
and precipitate nature must be attracied by 
the gentleness of Christ. Thecalmness of His 
look shamed boisterous Genecssaret into 
placidity. How tittle of that gentleness you 
and 1 have! Let usconfessit. It isa ten- 
dency of out-door lifeto stroke our disposi- 
tions the wrong way. The thunder of the 
world’s scorn sours the milk of human kind- 
ness. The treachery, the extortion, the ig- 
nobleness of mean men take the smoothness 
out of our nature, and we become suspicious 
and hypocritical and stuck all over with net- 
tles. and frowns cone to the brow. and harsh- 
ness to the voice, the bluntness to the man- 
ners. Whatan utter and almost universal 
lack of gentleness! So that we donot know 
how to talk to the sick, tothe troubled. nor 
care forthe poor. We have our words ofsym- 
pathy pitched on a wrong key. I had a sister 
whose arm was put out of joint, and the 
neighbors came, and they seized hold of the 
arm and pulled mightily, and pulled till her 
anguish was grea‘, but the bone went not to 
the sucket. After a while a surgeon came in 
and with onetouch it wasall rmght. 5o we 
go down to our Christian work with so rough 
a hand and with so unkind and sympathetic 
a nature that we miserably fail; while some 
gentle Christian soul comes along, and with 
one touch the torn ligaments are healed and 
the disturbed bones are rejointed. QO, for 
something of the gentleness of Christ! There 
is more power 1n such gentleness than in 8 
lifetime of high pretension. Thedew of one 
summer night dves more good than ten Car- 
ribean whirlwinds. 
Still further: Thespirit of Christ was a 
spirit of self-sacrifice. No young man ever 
had epening before him brighter opportunt- 
ties than opened before Christ. If He had 
chosen to follow a worldly ambition He 
might have gained fortunes of wealth _in tae 
time He spent tending the sick. With his 
ower to attract men and popularize Himself, 
ie might have gained any official position. 
No orator ever won such plaudits as He 
might have won from sanhedrim and sy nago- 
cue and vast assemblages on the seaside. No 
physician ever acquired such a reputation for 
healing power as Christ might have acquired 
if He had performed His wonderful cures in 
the presence of the Roman aristocracy. t re- 
cite to you these things to show you what Pau! 
meant when he said: ‘He pleased not Him- 
self,’ and to show youthe splendor of His 
self-sacrifice. No human power could have 
thrown Christ into the manger if He had not 
chosen to go there; no Satanic strength could 
have lifted Christ on the cross if He bad not 
elected Himself te the torture. To save our 
race from the raspings and turmoils of its 
guilt He faced the sorrows of earth and the 
woesof hell. All motherly, fatherly, filial 
self-sacrifice paling into nothing before this 
extreme ot divine generosity. Suppose you, 
my hearer, by a straight course of conduct 
could win a palace, while by another course 
of conduct you might advantage your fellow 
nren, but finally would have to come to assas- 
sination—which would you choose, the palace 
or assassination? Christ chose the latter. Ob, 
how little self sacrifice we have! What is it’ 
Why, it is taking from my comfort and ad- 
ding to yours. it is walking along journey 
to save you from fatigue. It is lifting a heavy 
weight in order that you might not be put to 
the strain. Itis the substraction of my ease 
and prosperity that there may be an addition 
to your ease and prosperity. How littie of that 
spirit any of us have! Two tittle children, on 
a cold day, were walking down the street ;the 
boy with hardly any garments at all, and the 
girl in a coat that ka hed outgrown, and the 
wind was so sharpshe said, “Johnny, come 
under my coat.” He said, “It is too short. 
“Oh, she said, “It will stretch.”’ But the 
enough, s0 she 
the boy. 
That wes self-sacrifice. There was Christ 
ting off his robe for you and me, beggared 
“eternity without him. When the Pising

Jerusalem to Calvary. How far have yc 
and I walked for Christ? His head ached. 
his heart ached, his back ached for us. How 
much have we ached forhim? Let us look 
Over ailthe years of our life and see the 
paltry list of our self-sacrifices. Not one deed 

in my life or in your life worthy the name. 

Still further: The spirit of Christ was a 
Spirit of humility. The Lord of heaven and 
earth in the garbofarustic! He who poured 
ail the waters of the earth out of his hand— 
the Amazon, the Euphrates, the Mississippi, 
the Ohie, the St. Lawrence—bending over a 
well to beg of a Samaritan womana drink! 
He who spread out the canopy of the heavens 
and set the earth for His footstool, lodging 
with One Simon, a tanner! He whose 
chariots the winds are, walking with sore feet! 
Jostled as though He were nobody! Pursted 
as though he were acriminal outlaw! Nick- 
named! Struck at! Spiton! Hushing the 
tempests, and yet sitting down without any 
assumption in the cabin by the disciples, as 
though He had done no more than wipe the 
‘sweat from his brow in his father’s carpen- 
tershop! Taking the foot of death off the 
heart of Lazarus and breaking the shackles 
against the grave-mouth, and yet walking 
home with Maryand Martha,asthough He were 
only a plain citizen of Jerusalem going out to 
stay the night in the surburban village of 
Bethany! Oinnipotence under a country- 
man’s garb! Walking in common sandals. 
seated with publicans and sinners! On, the 
humility of the Son of God! How little you 
and Ihave of it! We gather a few more dol- 
lars than other people have, or we get a little 
higher social position than some one else bas, 
and how we strut, and want people to know 
their places, and cry out, ‘‘Is not this great 
Babylon that [ have built for the might of my 
majesty and for the honor of my kingdom?" 
Would to God that-we might get something 
oi the humility of Christ! Still farther: The 
spirit of Christ was aspirit of prayer; prayer 
on the mountains; prayer in Gethsemane; 
prayer on the lake; prayeramong the sick; 
prayer on the cross! 

Why, you can not mention the name of 
Jesus without being obliged to think of 
prayer! Prayer for little children: ‘‘] thank 
Thee, O Father, Lord of heayen and earth, 
that Thou bast hid these things from the wise 
and prndent, and hast revealed them unto 
babes.’’ Prayer for His friends: ‘‘Father, I 
will that they be withme wherel!I am.” 
Prayer for His enemies: “Father, forgive 
them; they know not what they do”’ Prayer 
forall nations: ‘‘Thy kingdom come.’’ How 
kittie of that spirit you and | have. How soon 
our knees get tired. Whois there that for 
ten minutes can keep his mind away from 
the store and the eftice andthe shop, and 
concentrate it in supplication? Where are 
the vials full of odors which are the prayers 
of the saints? O, we want more prayer in 
the house, more prayer in the parior, more 
prayer in the social circle, more praver in the 
church, more prayer in the Jegislative hall, 
more prayer among the young, more prayer 
among the old! Lord, teach us how to pray. 
We have not tested its powers yet. The very 
moment when the diet of Nuremberg were 
signing the edict that gave deliverance to 
Protestants, that very moment Martin Luther 
was kneeling down in his.p ivate room, pray- 
ing for the accomplishment of the object. 
Without any communication between the 
diet of Nuremberg and the room where Mar- 
tin Luther was praying for that grand accom 
plishment, Martin Luther rose from his knees 
with a shout, rushed out into the strees, and 
cried: ‘‘We have got the victory; the Pro- 
cestants are free!’ That was prayer getting 
the answer straight from the tnrone. We 
need to pray like Daniel, with our face to- 
ward the Holy City. Weneed to pray like 
the publican, smiting on our heart. We need 
to pray like Paul: ‘Oh, wretched man that 
fam, whosnall deliver me?’ We need to 
pray like Stephen, gazing into heaven. We 
need to pray like Christ, who first emptied 
ali the life-blood out of his heart, and then 
filled that heart with the sights and the groans 
and the wants and the agonies of ali genera- 
tions, 

“Cold mountains and the midnight air 
Witnossed the fervor of his prayer,”’ 


Still further: The spirit of Christ was the 
spiritof work. There was nota lazy moment 
in all His life. Whether He was tatking to 
the fishermen on the beach, or preaching to 
the sailors on the deck, or addressing the rus- 
tics amid the mountains, or spending the 
summer evening in the village, He was al- 
wavs busy. Shaving in the carpenter’s shop! 
Helping the lame man to walk withouta 
crutch! Curing the child’s fits! Providing 
rations fora hungry host! Always busy He 
was. The hardy men that pulled out the net 
from Gennesaret full of floundering treasures; 
the shepherds who hunted up the grassy plots 
for their flocks to nibble at; the shipwright 
thumping away in the ite “heaped the Wine- 
makers ot En-gedi, dippinggfip the juice from 
the yvatand pouring itinto the goat-skins— 
none of these were half so busy as He whose 
hands and head and heart were al! full of the 
world’s work. From the day on which He 
stepped out from the caravansary of the Beth- 
lehem to the day when He set His cross in its 
socket on the bloody mount, it was work, 
work, work, a'l the way. It is not so with us; 
not so with you; not so with me. We want 
the burden to be light if weare to carry it; 
the church-pew soft if we are to sit in it; the 
work easy if we are to perform it; the sphere 
brilliant if we are to move in it; the religious 
service short if we are to survive it. On the 
way to heaven, rock us, fan us, sing us to 
sleep, dand!e on the tips of your fingers, hand 
us up out of this dusty world toward heaven 
on kid gloves and a silken sunshade! Let the 
martyrs who waded the fiood and breasted 
the fire get out of the way while this colony 
oitender-footed Brooklyn Christians come up 
to get their crown! Oh, for more of that bet- 
ter spirit which starts a man heavenward, de- 
termined to get there himself and to take 
everybody else with him. Busy in the pri- 
vate circle, busy in the Sabbath school, busy 
in church, busy everywhere for God and 
Christ and heayen. O, Christian soul, what 
has Jesus done against thee that thou hast 
betrayed Him? Who gave thee so much 
riches that thou canst afford to despise the re- 
wards of the faithful? At this moment, when 
all the armies of the earth, and heaven, and 
hell, are plunging into the conflict, how can 
you desert the standard? 


I have shown you that the spirit of Christ 
was a spirit of gentleness, a spirit of self-sac- 
rifice, a spirit of humility, aspiritof prayer, 
a spirit of work—five points. Will you re- 
member them? And you are ready for the 
tremendous conclusion of the apostle: ‘“‘If 
any man have not the spirit of Christ, he is 
none of His.’”’ Overpowering statement! 
Who can stand before it? Not I, not you; 
and yet this subject ought not to throw an 
Christian into a despairing mood, Though 
we are gll well aware of the fact that we have 
not these traits of character as Christ had 
them, yet I think we have the seeds planted 
in our souls, and the harvest after awhile 
will come. Glory to God, you have the bless- 
ed beginnings in your nature, and, though 
you are painfully aware day by day ef your 
shortcomings, it is your earnest prayer: 
“Give me this spirit of Jesus!’ Aim high! 
I would not say one discouraging word to 
you. I really think you have some of the 
favorable symptoms of a complete and eter- 
nai recovery from this malady of sin. Watch! 
Pray! Study! Compare! Oa toward the 
prize! Sheath not your sword till you have 
gained the last victory! Higher and higher 
till you reaeh the celestial hills! Crowns

A TINKER & DREAM, 

Vonched for by tradition and history the 
strange dream of the Swaffham tinker hasa 
fair claim to rank with the wonderful dreams 
to which these pages are deyoted, The story 
of it runs as follows: 

About three hundred or more years ago the 
above named ancient town in Norfolk, re- 
markable of old for its healthiness and 
beauty, had among its inhabitants an indus- 
trious, hard-working tinker named John Chap- 
man, traditionally said to have veen the bene- 
ficent builder of the north side of Swaffham 
ehurch. Certainit is that in that north aisle 
there are various devices of a peddier 
and his dog and of ashop-keeper or chap- 
man, which seems like a rebus upon the tra- 
ditiona] name, & especies of conceit prevalent 
in ancient times. Certain, also, is 1t that in 
1462 the name of oneof the church wardens 
was Chapman, and thatin each of the orig- 
inal windows of this aisle was a painting of 
the tinker, bis wife, and three chiidren.

And there he remained. all day, 
eyed curious.y by the passers-by and 
piciousiy by the shopkeepers who lived on

The tinker confessed that he had, been in 
duced to makeafoo! of himself by a very 
ginguiar dream. The stranger langhed at 
him heartily. “if I bed been as credulous as 
you are,’’ said he, ‘‘Il should just be on such 
another fool's errand; for three nights this 
week | dreamed the same dream, and in it I 
was toid to go to a place called Swaffham, 
‘which I find is ninety odd miles away.

He recognized it at once by cer- 
tain pecuiiarities of the tree he had asked 
the London dreamer to describe, and, digging 
under it, soon laid bare the topef an iron 
box. To unearth this and convey it to his 
house unobserved was his next task, and, 
this accomplished, it was opened and found 
to be fulloi money. Imagine his triumph 
and delight! On the outside of the box were 
some words, which, being unable to read, he 
did not know the meaning of. Afraid to 
make his seeret known or arouse the suspi- 
cion, which might lead to unpleasant circum- 
stances, he hit upon a plan for finding out 
what the words said.

A Growing Belief that the Caucus ef Tuesday Next 
Wl be Governed by Prudence and Common 
Sense— Proposed Abolition of the Entirs 

Internal Reveeue System, Zto. .

Wasasincton, March 24 —Itis pleasing to 
notice to-night a healthier tone of feeling 
among the deoocrats than at any time since 
the call of the caucus. The conservative 
men, who favor tariff legislation this session, 
repudiate the wild jargon of those who talk 
of drawing the party line in favor of ihe 
Morrison bill as it now stands, and express 
the hope that some agreement will be had 
to-morrow night. Thay say they are willing 
to correct the incongruities of the Morrison 
bill, and to change it froma horizontal re- 
duction to one which will regard more in- 
telligently the discriminations of the present 


tariff. While from some articles now heayi- 
ly protected twenty percent can easily be 
taken’ off, on others ten per cent 
reduction will be satisfactory. Mr, Randall 
and thirty-five or forty other democrats stil] 
exoress the Opinion that as any attempt at 
tariff legislation will fail, it will dono good, 
and must prove injarious to the democracy 
in the doubtful eastern states. They will ex- 
press these opinions in the-caucus and will 
ask the adoption of the Ohio platform as a 
sufficient pledge of reform as soon as the party 
obtains the necessary power. If they are 
voted down they will then ask that the buik 
of thereduction be’ made on the interna 
revenue.
